My ſecond caption is grounded vpon the Etymo- 
logie or definition of the Law of Nations in this forr, 

The right of Nations is that which equallie 1s ob- 
ſeruedamong all Nations: but the right whereby his 
Maicſtie would poſleſſe the crown of England isnot 
equallic obſerued among all Nations: Ergo,&C. 

By diſtioguiſhing or explaining the afſumption 
the ſubtility of rhis caption 1s clided:tor although the 
Law ofproximitie of blood{ wherupon his Maieſties 
tirle is grounded) be not equallie obſcrued in all Na- 
tions, yetall Nations admitthe generall: thatis to 
ſay, to haue Maziſtrates and ſupertor powers, confel- 
ſing therwithal that chete Magiſtrats or powers haue 
iult titles either by ſucceſhon, election, or by ſome 0- 
ther forme aggreable to the nature of the countrie 
wher they are: tothe particular diverſitie of cuſtomes 
in ſucceſſion procceding from the diuerficie of civill 
and municipall hm in cucry Realme,doeth not ſe- 


clude the general] vniformitie of all Nations which 
(lauing in ſuch as be alrogerher barbarous, & que pro 
belnis hbe«ds ſint) doe all holde that Magiſtrates haue 
ivſtritles to ſuch kingdomes or Republiques as they 
be called vato, Andthertore his Maicſiies tytle doth 
RAT 
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\ notdifaccord, butaccord withthe right of Nations 
01gencre. 

My third captioun grounded on the civill Law is 
{o confuſed and cautelous, that it cannor well bee re- 
duced toanie forme: Iwill therefore with this cleare 
demonſtcation open vp and impugne the fame.

!! Efaumay appeare, what reſpect and preferment was
